As our contemporary justly remarks, it 
is an excellent thing to hear denuncia- 
tions of disereditable practices from a 
man to whom the administration of justice 
~ isentrusted, Sir Gikorae Isxes deserves 
the thanks of they Sydney community 
2 for his omphatic strictures, and merits 
especial commendation for the aptness with 
which he aildressed himself to the. really 
shameful features of the question. It is not 
only bad that dealers should cheat the 
public by’ palming offinferior for first-class 
articles, and adulterated for genuine yroods; 
itis still more seriously mischievous, that 
traders have fallen Into the habit of justify. 
Ing thelr crime to themselves: The direct 
Injury to the public is, after all, the lesser 
evil, ‘The Indirect daniagge effected by the 
lowering of the whole tone of morality ina 
commercial] community, is ofinfinitely more 
monient. As Sir Gronae Ixsxs pointed | 
. out, traders have managed to so sear their 
“consciences by" habit, that the prick of 
remorse or shame is now unlelt, They 
arm their bisams with a-conventional pad- 
ding which they call “the custom of the 
trade," and § imayine that, Leeause they 
have become insensible to disgrace, they 
are honest men. An offence which ¢ every 
man commits, and which carries in its 
train no present punishment or social de- 
gradation, is regarded as no fault at all. 
Theage has become so extrem¢ly business- 
like that it has practically deposed a God 
who no longer launches thunderbolts or 


, Matters connected with their profe 


Dlasts the sight of liars; and it now reyru- 
lates its life by the only power-which really; 
meddles with personal: comfort and ‘self- 
esteem, Social Recognition. Nine out of 
ten. average cilizens now-a-days would 
crather be danined in eternity than be “ cut’? 
in public, and the tenth would decidedly 
rather he damned by his Maker than ex- 
. communicated by «his. priest or cold- 
shouldered by bis conventicle, The faiting 
is not new. [tis eighteen hundred years 
since, in -a.community tottering on the 
ye.” verge of dissblution, a greater censor than 
iy ot Sir Grorcx Ixses noticed the vaster im- 
portance attached to high-places in the 
synagogucsand to greetings inthe market- 
places, than to rectitude of life and love of 
‘right. - : : : 
Sir GronvrIsnxs's remarks were, there- 
fore, true, and called for by the condition 
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of society, They came also with appro- 
priatencss from a ‘man occupying the posi- 
tion which he fills, just as they would have 
fallen with propriety, In the old time, from 
the High Priest standing at the altar in the 
Temple. And the truth of the declaration 
would not have been’ affected, nor would 
the usefulness of the public utterance have 
heen materially abated, because that High 
Priest himself presided, with serene and 
self-satisfied complacency, over a caste 
which had become utterly corrupted from 
its divine mission, and was actually re- 

monstrating against theft and evil from the 
altar of an institution which had become— 
admirable as had been its original consti- 
Aution—‘'a den of thieves,” As already 
indicated, ‘the most serious symptom of 
depravity consists of the moral insensibility 
which has supervened upon a habit of 
wrong-doing.

better justification for loyal dishonesty —- 
Ivicks of ‘the trade—than it is for at-- 
tempted swindling. by any other class of 
tradesmen, It was surely a scathing: satire 
on Sir Groxce Ixnns's outburst of righteous 
indignation against “tricks of the trade” 
to have brourht under his notice, the 
existence, within the hallowed precincts of 
Justice over which he presides, of a system 
of trickery s0-thorouhly disgusting: in its 
barefaced knavery, as to cast all other 
forms of trade trickery completely in the 
shade, 
tortion is supposed to be sanctioned by 
custom, ‘and protected hy privilepre. 
There is no occupation, there is no trade 
so corrupted by tricks and chicaneries, 
says the Balldin, as the legal, It would be 
vain to seek among yrocers and bogus- 
jewellery vendors for men who with less 
self-consciousness of doing that which is 
discreditable pator off more adulterated 
foods upon the public than is done hy the 
legal community, or who take more sur- 
reptitious and unfair advantages than do 
legal practitioners, Outside their profes. 
sional avocations, all grades of cheats may 
be~ and, ia fact, generally, are ~deeent 
fellows enourh, The man who, wihout 
compunction, palms off upon you, inthe 
way of business, rubbish for wenuine arti- 
cles, is often tendur-hearted, charttable— 
even nice in his sense of right and wrong 
on all subjects not interwoven with, or 
cxactly parallel to, his own line, So with

No 
scoundrel, however debased, need. ever 
hesitate to approach any lawyer, however 
distinguished, with the object of hiring him 
to prostitute his talents by exerting these 
to cloud the truth, defeat the ends of real 
justice, and obtain the seal of justice to an 
act of infamous wrong. Justification for 
such cnormities is sought to be afforded by 
specious sophistry. The advocate is not 
to arroyrate to himself the functions of judge 
and jury, It is for him to accept his client's 
hypothesis and place itto the best advantage 
hefore the court. He may believe his client 
tohe wrong —to bea plunderer,a ruffian, an 
oppressor, ~ But he cannot dvow that he is. 
Thatis for thecourttodetermine, Thus forti- 
‘fied, the hired advocate addresses all his 
talents, all his ingenuity, to convincing the 
dispensers of justice that representations, 
which ho personally believes to be, and in 
his heart is convinced are, 
famous, are honest and true. - Refore him 
he sees a man whom he inwardly is cer- 
tain his client has shamefully wronged or 
now secks to injure, Yet he does not 
blench or falter atthe spectacle, or at his 
own inward knowledye. He resolutely

xiin, even when a lawyer has a just 
the custom of his trade habituates 
hinto see the appeal to law, ever when 
technically successful, defeat its awn object. 
The successful titant is not infrequently 
quite as, hard hit as the unsuccessful.

Ir would appear that slave dealing in the British 


and children in Hongkong, out of which so much 
capital has been wade lately.

Thy present Khedive -of Ux ‘gyp, Mohammed 
Tewfk, is the sixth since Mchemet Ali, the 
founter of the dyn nasty, who was appointed 
Governor in 1806, and soon after made himself 
absolute master ofthe country by force of arms. 
He was the recognized ruler of Egypt from 1811 
to 1848, The father of the present Khedive, 
Ismail I, was recognized by the Sultan by firman 
of 27{h May, 1866, obtained on the condition of 
his paying an increased tribute to the Sultan's 
civillist. It was fron) Ismail I thatM. de Lesseps 
obtained the required concessions for the Sucz 
Canal. The shares which Ismail held in the 
canal were sold to the English Government in 
1875 for about four millions, Ju the large sum 
he’ thus reecived was not sufficient to relieve 
hin from his embarrassments, and he was com- 
pelled to abdicate i in 1879; under the pressure 
of the French and English Gavernments. The 
present Khedive, by a decree of November, 
1879, placed the administration of Egypt under 
the supervision of the Governments of France 
and England, represented cach bya Controller 
General, invested with large ‘powers, and respon- 
sible only to their ovn Governments, By another 
Accret of April, 1880, the present Khedive ap- 
pointed an Internatlonal Conmniission of Liquida- 
tion, composed of seven mombers. The Commis- 
‘sion was invested with power to cxamine the 
whole financial situation of Egypt, and draw upa 
law of liquidation regulating the relations 
between Egypt and her creditors. England, 
France, Germany, Austria and ftaly pledged 
themselves to accept such law of liquidation. 
el 

MASTER-GUNNER Daniel Cambridge, who, after
